Overall, city sees slightly 
more killings than in 2016

Late Halloween night, 16-year-old Gerrod 
Brown was shot and killed in a housing develop- 
ment in Jamaica Plain. 

The Brighton High School football player was 
among 16 males between the ages of 16 and 19 
killed on Boston streets in 2017 — double the 
number of teenagers killed the year before, ac- 
cording to crime data provided to the Globe. 

During a year in which violent crime overall 
fell by 7 percent and the number of homicides in- 
creased slightly, the death toll among some of the 
city’s youngest residents was alarming, said Bos- 
ton Police Commissioner William B. Evans. 

“We're seeing kids younger and younger with 
handguns,” he said Thursday in a telephone in- 
terview. “They’re shooting at each other. ... 
That’s why we have to work harder to keep those
